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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 6-14, 16-19, 21-27, 30-34, 37-51 are allowed over the prior art of 
record. 

2. The following is ah examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The closest prior art of record is U.S. Pat No 5,684,706 to Harman et al. 

4. As per claims 1 and 33 in accordance with the decision by the Board of Appeals 
and Interferences, the closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a data stream 
provided by an application which has not been adapted to control additional functions. 
Claims 2-4, 6-14, 16, 18, 19, 21, 22, 47 and 48 depend upon claim 1 and have all the 
limitations of claim 1 and are allowable for the same reason. Claims 34, 37-40, 42-46 
and 50 depend upon claim 33 and have all the limitations of claim 33 and are allowable 
for the same reason. 

5. As per claims 17 and 41 , in accordance with the decision by the Board of 
Appeals and Interferences, the closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
abstracting which includes examining a data stream for pre-established data patterns 
which include the beginning and ending of postage data. Claim 49 depend upon claim 
17 and have all the limitations of claim 17 and are allowable for the same reason. Claim 
51 depend upon claim 41 and have all the limitations of claim 41 and are allowable for 
the same reason. 

6. As per claim 23, in accordance with the decision by the Board of Appeals and 
Interferences, the closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest reviewing said data 
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stream to create therefrom a separate data stream for controlling additional functions 
with respect to printing documents. Claims 24-27, 30-32 depend upon claim 23 and 
have all the limitations of claim 23 and are allowable for the same reason.
